The effort to Jam
through the monitpoly creatine cs1e
hae fallnd, for the time being, at
least. Ths onde. which was to have
tveen presented end forest
thpoug'i by Tammany vo'es, iss been
sidetracked for blie pressuit. No effort
will be made to above It along

The reason Is that Mavor (leynor
hsa made It known to the Aldermen
that he Is wejiared to Interpose, lie
hae leeni making an Inveetlgatlon on
his own account respecting the rela-
tive merits of hollrw tile and il

concrete oa flrepronflng mate-
rial, and he Is now kindly dlaposed to
ths clndor concrete Interests.

It was propoood In the new code to
practically bejf concrete from any great
degree of participation In buildings In this
city. Now coneeaalone are being tolke I

of. and It Is apparent that unless these
follow there will bo no now building code
A split In the Aldermanlo body, which
becama manifest at a meeting of the fu-
sion members last Krlday, also has hap-
pened and It will be Impossible for the
leaders to obtain the forty votes neeeesa-r- y

for pasaaaa Then, too, stands a
chance of a veto by the Mayor If the
monopoly creating code Is forced
through, t'ntll concessions are made,
therefore, the building rode Is shelved.

Chairman William 1 Kenneally said
to-d- that the building code will be In-

troduced or next Tuesday.
Two years ago the concrete cinder In-

terests managed to detest the hollow
ttlo building code simply because a
monopoly waa demanded of the latter
products. Tho same opposition Is str-i-

and tho Mayor has listened to
Its advocates.

Tho hollow tile Interests have declined
to accert tho challenge for a teat be-

tween reinforced concrete and hollow
tile, but the Mayor has Intimated that
such a tost must be had before his
sanction will bo given to any building
